U.S. Bound Airliner With 97 Aboard Missing In Flight

LIMA, Peru (UPI) — A 
Varig Airlines Boeing 707 
jet airliner carrying 97 per­ 
sons on a flight from Rio De 
Janeira to Los Angeles van­ 
ished early today, and offi­ 
cials said it crashed into 
mountains 65 miles south 
of here. 


A total of 84 
persons 
have been killed in major 
plane crashes on four con­ 
tinents in the last five days. 
If those aboard the Varig Air­ 
lines flight perished, the total 
will reach 181. 
Authorities 
dispatched 
a 
ground search party to the re­ 
mote area near Mala, Peru, 
where the wreckage was spot 
ted. Two helicopters took off 
from suburban Las Palmas for 
the scene. 
The airliner had been re­ 
ported preparing to land at the 
Lima 
Airport, 
and officials 
had believed it had crashed in­ 
to the sea until the wreckage 
was sighted. 
The area where the wreck­ 
age was sighted is on the west­ 
ern slope of the Andes Moun­ 
tains, near the Pan American 
Highway. 
Reports that the wreckage 
had been spotted came after a 
morning of conflicting accounts 
about the missing airliner. 
Varig Airlines in Brazil re­ 
ported the plane had radioed 
Pisco, Peru, and said it was 
about to make an emergency 
landing. However, the Lima 
Airport control tower said it 
had no information about such 
a landing. 
The airport control tower 
here said the last radio com­ 
munication from the giant air­ 
liner was received at 12:37 
a m. (PST), when the pilot re­ 
ported he was preparing to 
make a turn as part of the 
regular descent pattern. 
The turn would have taken 
the plane over the Pacific 
offshore from Lima.

—Soviet First Deputy Premier 
Anastas I. Mikoyan said last 
night that sharp differences 
over Cuba still exist between 
the United States and the Sov­ 
iet Union. He indicated there 
was no softening of Fidel Cas­ 
tro’s stand. 
The Kremlin troubleshooter 
talked to newsmen after at­ 
tending a dinner acting Secre­ 
tary General Thant gave for 
U.S. and Soviet negotiators on 
the Cuban crisis. Mikoyan re­ 
turned to New York yesterday 
after a 24-dav visit to Havana. 
U.S. Ambassador Adlai E. 
Stevenson, who attended the 
dinner, said he expects to re­ 
sume discussions on Cuba to­ 
morrow- with Soviet Deputy 
Foreign 
Minister Vasily 
V. 
Kuznetsov. He said he expected 
the meeting to be “quite im­ 
portant.” 
Mikoyan said “very sharp 
questions” were discussed at 
the dinner with Stevenson and 
John J. McCloy, head of Presi­ 
dent John F. Kennedy’s Cuban 
coordinating committee. 
“But there was no quarrel­ 
ing,” the Soviet leader said 
smilingly. 
• Mikovan said the possibility 
of his going to Washington for 
a meeting with Kennedy was 
not discussed.

ty.” 
“I was hired two years ago 
to do a job of public relations 
for the bridge,” Hendricks said. 
“This has been impossible to 
bring off because of Adam. The 
general manager is the bottle­ 
neck to any progress. 
“1 rendered two reports and 
scores of memos to be present­ 
ed to the board 
by 
Adam. 
These reports never reached 
the board.” He said he was re­ 
fused access to reports, given 
misinformation to disseminate, 
and asked to donate $25 to­ 
ward a television set to be giv­ 
en to one of the bridge direct­ 
ors on his birthday.

Highway Commission 


Decides In 6-0 Vote

SACRAMENTO — The California State Highway 
Commission today adopted the “J” route for a Highway 
101 freeway by-passing downtown Novato. 


Immediately after the commissions decision, Al­ 
fred W. Bowman of Novato announced he would cease 
his campaign for recall of three members of the city 
council who had voted to put the freeway on the present 
highway line through the heart of town. 


Vote of the highway commission for the “J” route, 
which has been recommended by State Highway Engine­ 
er J. C. Womack, was 6 to 0. Commissioner Franklin 
S. Payne was absent. 
The decision came after 
Assemblyman W i 11 i a m T. 
Bagley, C i t y Councilman 
Lucile Cannon, 
and Dr. 
Daniel C. Augbney, chairman 
of the Novato Chamber of 
Commerce freeway committee, 
spoke for the bypass “J” route, 
which runs near the North- 
w e s t e r n 
Pacific 
Railroad 
tracks. Mayor M. E. Silva and 
Councilman

spoke for the present route. 
Mrs. Cannon, 
who cast the 
only vote against the present 
route at a city council hearing 
Nov. 8, declared that

vato will only be a crossroads.”

Marin County’s assessed val­ 
uation has been decreased by 
only $122.860 as result of as­ 
sessment roll changes, county 
supervisors learned today. 
In reporting this as result 
of a recent instruction by the 
supervisors, Asst. Auditor Mi­ 
chael Mitchell said this means 
a cut in tax receipts less than 
$11,000 of which the county 
share is but $2.574 with the 
rest spread among school dis­ 
tricts, cities and special dis­ 
tricts.

Looks Like Peaceful Yule For East Berlin

BERLIN 
— Four years 
ago today Nikita Khrushchev 
gave th e Western Allies six 
months to get out of West Ber­ 
lin. 
The United States, Britain 
and F ran ce are still here, ex­ 
ercising their war-won rights 
of occupation. 
T h eir presence is supported 
by 12,500 combat-ready troops. 
The 
Communist-surrounded 
city is enjoying one of its most 
peaceful periods in years. 


Berliners are feeling more 
perky than they have in a long 
time. President John F. Ken­ 
nedy’s firm handling of the Cu­ 
ban crisis gave their morale a 
terrific boost. 
They know the threat of a 
Red take-over of the free part 
of the divided city has not 
melted away. But they breathe 
more easily in the belief that 
Khrushchev now really under­ 
stands that the United States 
and its allies will fight if nec­ 
essary to preserve West Ber- 
, lin’s freedom. 


On Nov. 27, 1961, the atmos-! 
phere in Berlin was very dif­ 
ferent. U.S. and Soviet tanks 
were parked near the wall di­ 
viding the city. There was a 
stream of incidents along the 
wall and on the land and air 
routes from the West to the di­ 
vided city. 


The 
West Berliners were 
still dazed and angry from the 
shock 
of 
the 
wall. 
Police 
clashed 
with students w h o 
tried a mass attack on it. 


Now things are much calm­ 


er. There is still heartache j 
over the brutal separation of! 
families and friends. This gets 
harder to bear with the ap­ 
proach of Christmas. 
Moscow’s puppet regime on 
the other side of the wall has 
kept mum since Cuba. The 
propaganda machine no longer 
grinds out confident predic­ 
tions that East Germans will 
soon have its long-promised 
peace treaty with the Soviet 
Union. 
This pact was supposed to 
end Western allied rights in 


West Berlin and cut out what 
Khrushchev called the “can­ 
cerous tumor” inside his do­ 
main. 


E v e n a f t e r Khrushchev 
dropped his original six-month 
demand, 
the 
East 
German 
Reds kept up a steady stream 
of threats against West Ber- 
| lin. In 1960 they said they 
I would have their treaty “this 
year.” But 1960 passed with-

scarcely mentioned the treaty. 
No new time limits havt-- 
been set by the Reds. 
West Berliners, wary vet­ 
erans of 17 years of cold war, 
don’t expect this to last for­ 
ever. 
They reason that the Soviets 
are having to rethink their 
strategy after Cuba. That may 
take some time. 
Maybe long enough for the 
Berliners to have a peaceful, 
if not exactly joyous, Christ­ 
mas.

KEY WEST. Fla. LF—During 
the first two days of the Cuban 
crisis, U.S. air defense jets flew 
about 750 sorties over the wat­ 
ers between this southernmost 
tip of Florida and Cuba. 
“We keep a constant radar 
watch over the Cuban area. 
If anything comes out of Cuba 
toward the north, we scram­ 
ble,” on official said.

JFK Pleased After Visit To Fighting Units 


WASHINGTON UP — Presi-1 
dent John F. Kennedy and the 
nation’s military chiefs return­

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Delay In Restoring Rail 
Service Should Be Ended 


NECESSARY TOGETHERNESS 


Every day that the Northwestern Pa­ 
cific Railroad d e l a y s restoration of 
mainline service to Marin means a loss 
to the county. 


The railroad service stopped abruptly 
In July of 1961 when the Puerto Suello 
tunnel caved-in as the result of fire. 


After several weeks of study the rail­ 
road company without any prior indica­ 
tion to customers or public filed a sur­ 
prise application to abandon the tunnel, 
and sendee, permanently. 
This meant that Marin w o u l d be 
served thereafter only by infrequent 
railroad ferry service from Richmond. 
The curtailed service has meant seri­ 
ous delays in movement of freight in 
and out of Marin. Many firms have had 


to find other, more costly means of ship­ 
ping and receiving goods. 
The railroad presumably has collect­ 
ed its insurance on the tunnel, but the 
tunnel remains untouched. 
Comes now Mayor Mclnnis of San Ra­ 
fael to ask can some legal action be 
brought against the railroad for aband­ 
oning service without permission, and 
for failure to restore service after an 
Interstate Commerce Commission exam­ 
iner recommended 
against allowing 
permanent suspension of service. 
City Attorney Bagshaw has said he 
thinks the mayor has a good point. 
So do we. We hope some such action 
can be taken forthwith. 
We hope that costly delay in this mat­ 
ter can be brought to an end quickly.

AN UNDERSTANDING HEART 


King Solomon was only a bov of 19 when 
he ascended the throne of Israel. But he dis­ 
played a wisdom that every person in a posi­ 
tion of public trust would do well to imitate.

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BERLIN — The danger to 
West Berlin is not past. 
It will soon be greater than 
ever if two things are not 
done: 
1—The buildup of Western 
conventional forces by the 
European countries — princi­ 
pally France, 
Britain, and 
Italy—which have fallen far 
behind their NATO commit­ 
ments. 
2—The appointment of a 
supreme commander of the 
Allied forces in Berlin to per­ 
mit prompt decision-making 
in order to deal with the So­ 
viet “salami tactics” of eat­ 
ing away at Western rights in 
ways which in past months 
have brought futile protests, 
not firm counteraction. 
That road — the road of 
hard words and soft action— 
leads to the steady decay of 
W’estem rights and the loss 
of Berlin itself. 


THE DANGER TODAY is 
that in light of Cuba we are 
better prepared to defend 
Berlin 
against 
the 
attack 
large Soviet forces—and are 
inadequately prepared to de­ 
fend Berlin from the attack 
most likely to occur — the 
continued 
Soviet 
elbowing 
and harassing of W e s t e r n 
rights against which we are 
either too slow or too divided 
to reply. 
That is the danger and if 
the divided Allied councils in 
Berlin are not soon united, 
we face the prospect of yield­ 
ing by default what we are 
pledged to preserve. 
Obviously, the best way to 
do it is for Britain, France, 
and the United States to 
agree on a supreme comman­ 
der of the Allied forces with 
adequate authority to act. 
The best candidate for the 
job is Gen. Lucius Clay, who 
has earned the confidence of 
the Allies, the trust of the 
Berliners, and the respect of 
the Soviets. He could do it. 


THE FAILURE to concert 
Allied forces in the three sec­ 
tors of West Berlin is the 
most Inviting weakness in the 


Allied position here today. 
Military decision-making by 
committee means dilatory de­ 
cision-making. Such delay al­ 
most always means abandon­ 
ing any course of action. It 
means inaction by default 
because, unless the West can 
reply instantly to Soviet in­ 
trusion, then the action is 
either too late or doubly dan­ 
gerous and doubly difficult 
Remember the opportunity 
we lost to use the right of 
Western access to East Ber­ 
lin when we allowed an East 
German youth, shot by the 
East Zone police attempting 
to escape over the wall, to lie 
for hours bleeding to death 
a few yards from the sector 
line. 
A British 
ambulance 
helplessly stood by, hesitant 
and, in the end, acquiescent 
in this denial of the Western 
right of access even on such 
an errand of mercy. 
It can be said with knowl­ 
edge that a Soviet official has 
admitted that, if a U. S. ambu­ 
lance accompanied by U. S. 
force had asserted the right 
of access, the East Zone po­ 
lice were not authorized to 
resist. 


THE AMERICAN govern- 
ment has already informed 
the city of Berlin that if there 
is a Soviet attack on its secur­ 
ity, we will defend it—uni­ 
laterally, if necessary. But 
Berlin can be lost by failing 
to reply promptly to the other 
kind of attack—the “salami”- 
style erosion of W e s t e r n 
rights. 
I suggest that if we cannot 
get agreement for the ap­ 
pointment of a supremé Al­ 
lied commander in Berlin, we 
must act unilaterally against 
“salami” attacks or we will 
end up by losing the war 
without fighting the battle. 
And for the defense of Ber­ 
lin—to which all NATO is 
committed — NATO 
conven­ 
tional forces urgently need 
to be brought up to the agreed 
levels. The failure to do so 
not only endangers Berlin but 
risks a nuclear war in Europe.

Boy Survivor Tells 


Of Boating Tragedy 


Twelve-year-old Michael Dil­ 
ler, lone survivor of a boating

Marin 
County 
could take 
part in a rapid transit system 
if monorail were used, Robert 
S. Crawford of Rohnert Park, 
Sonoma County, has written to 


C .O V . Edmund G. Brown. 
Crawford said he's convinced 
that only a monorail for Marin 
and Sonoma Counties can an­ 
swer “the present senseless 
daily jam from Santa Rosa to 


San Francisco.”

starting from the Key System 
terminal at First and Mission 
Streets in San Francisco, then 
running along the Embarca­ 
dero and over the Golden Gate

The line would by-pass any 


Waldo tunnel but instead make 
its first stop at Sausalito, then 
halting at San Rafael, Hamil­ 
ton Air Force Base and Novato 
before going on to Petaluma, 
Rohnert Park and Santa Rosa. 
At all stops except Sausalito 
and San Francisco, said Craw­ 
ford, he would propose that a 
parking lot be made available 
for free parking by holders of 


monthly commute books. Addi­ 
tionally 
he’d 
propose 
free 
transfers to San Francisco’s 
municipal transportation sys­ 
tem for monthly commuters. 
“The 20-inch by 40-inch base 
required to support the col­ 
umns for the monorail,” Craw­ 
ford wrote, “would allow' the 
line to use the middle or edge 
of the present roadway.” 


Suggesting that the state or

It's Official! Stanford Fires Coach Curtice 


STANFORD OIPC — Cactus 
Jack Curtice was out as Stan­ 
ford University football coach 
today as Athletic Director A1 
Masters made the expected an­ 
nouncement that he would not 
recommend renewal of Cur­ 
tice’s five-year appointment. 


Curtice, 55, was fired after 
his team finished the year with 
a mediocre 5-5 record, capping 


a 14-36 career in his five years 
at Stanford. 


Masters issued this state­ 
ment: 


“A fter 
conferences 
w i t h 
many people who are close to 
the Stanford athletic picture 
and much deliberation, I have 
decided, in the best interests 
of all parties concerned, not to 
recommend Jack Curtice for 


reappointm ent as head football 
coach. 
“ I have reached this decision 
with great regret. All of us at 
Stanford wish Jack the very 
best in the future.’» 
Advised of M asters’ state­ 
ment, Curtice said: “T here’s 
nothing much I can say. I’m 
fired, that’s all. I always tried 
to do my level best, and I’m 
sorry that it didn’t measure 


up. 
C urtice’s appointm ent offi­ 
cially expires Feb. 1. 
There was no word on a 
possible successor to the home- 
spun “Cactus Jack,’» but one 
published 
report 
mentioned 
Gary Kerkorian, who quarter- 
backed Stanford’s 1951 Rose 
Bowl team and played with the 
professional Baltimore Colts. 
K erkorian is now an attorney 


In Bos Angeles. 
“You do the best you can on 
a job, 
and 
hope 
it’s 
good 
enough,” said Curtice. “Some­ 
times it isn’t.” 
The dismissal of Curtice is 
not a new subject. An uniden­ 
tified Stanford spokesman said 
the decision has been in the 
works for about three years. 
There has been little secrecy 
about the growing plan to fire 


Curtice. Despite the fact his 
team downed arch-enemy Cali­ 
fornia, 30-13, last 
Saturday, 
Stanford officials have been 
discussing for some time letting 
the f r i e n d l y , bespectacled 
coach go. 
(On Oct. 22 Indepcndent- 
Journal columnist Ed Randol 
exclusively reported Curtice 
would be fired.) 
Curtice previously had been 


head coach at the University of 
Utah where, in eight years, he 
collected the top record of any 
mentor in the Skyline Confer­ 
ence. 
Curtice, a family man with 
two adult children and one in 
junior high school, began his 
career at W est Texas State Col­ 
lege as a freshm an coach in 
1938. 
He soon became varsity line 


coach, and took over as head 
coach the following year. 
Stanford signed him in 1958 
to replace Chuck Taylor. 
In another house clearing, 
line coach John Neumann and 
linebacker coach Lou Cullen 
; handed in their “resignations’* 
j to head Coach Marv Levy at 
j the University of California. 
I Both men said they left their 
posts for “personal reasons.”

FOR THAT too-large room,

Berliners are feeling more 
perky than they have in a long 
time President .John F Ken­ 
nedy’s firm handling of the Cu­ 
ban crisis gave their morale a 
terrific boost. 
They know the threat of a 
Red take-over of the free part 
of the divided city has not 
melted away But they breathe 
more easily in the belief that 
Khrushchev now really under­ 
stands that the Tinted States 
and it i allies will fight if nec­ 
essary to preserve West Ber­ 
lin’s freedom. 


On Nov 27. 1961, the atmos­ 
phere in Berlin was very dif­ 
ferent 
U.S. and Soviet tanks 
were parked near the wall di­ 
viding the city. There was a 
stream of incidents along the 
wall and on the land and air 
routes from the West to the di­ 
vided city. 


The 
West 
Berliners 
were 
still dazed and angry from the 
shock 
of 
the 
wall. 
Police 
clashed 
with 
students w h o 
tried a mass attack on it. 


Now things are much calm­ 


er. 
There 
is still heartache! 
over the brutal separation of 
families and friends This gets 
harder to bear with the ap­ 
proach of Christmas. 
Moscow’s puppet regime on 
the other side of the wall has! 
kept mum since Cuba. The 
propaganda machine no longer 
grinds out confident 
predic­ 
tions that East Germans will 
soon 
have its long-promised 
peace treaty with the Soviet 
Union. 
This pact was supposed to 
end Western allied rights in 


West Berlin and cut out whatj 
Khrushchev called the ‘ can­ 
cerous tumor’’ inside his do­ 
main. 


E v e n a f t e r Khrushchev 
dropped his original six-month 
demand, 
the 
East 
German 
Reds kept up a steady stream 
of threats against West Ber­ 
lin. 
In 1960 they said they 
would have their treaty “th is; 
year.” But 1960 passed with-1 
out a treaty. Last year theyj 
made the same unfulfilled pre­ 
diction.

No new time limits have 
been set by the Reds.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Delay In Restoring Rail 
Service Should Be Ended 


Every day that the Northwestern Pa­ 
cific Railroad d e l a y s restoration of 
mainline service to Marin means a loss 
to the county. 


The railroad service stopped abruptly 
in July of 1961 when the Puerto Suello 
tunnel caved-in as the result of fire. 


After several weeks of study the rail­ 
road company without any prior indica­ 
tion to customers or public filed a sur­ 
prise application to abandon the tunnel, 
and service, permanently. 
This meant that Marin w o u 1 d be 
sen e d thereafter only by infrequent 
railroad ferry service from Richmond. 
The curtailed service lias meant seri­ 
ous delays in movement of freight in 
and out of Mann. Many firms have had 


to find other, more costly means of ship­ 
ping and receiving goods. 
The railroad presumably has collect­ 
ed its insurance on the tunnel, but the 
tunnel remains untouched. 
Comes now Mayor Mclnnis of San Ra­ 
fael to ask can some legal action be 
brought against the railroad for aband­ 
oning service without permission, and 
for failure to restore service after an 
Interstate Commerce Commission exam­ 
iner 
recommended 
against 
allowing 
permanent suspension of service. 
City Attorney Ragshaw has said he 
thinks the mayor has a good point. 
So do we We hope some such action 
can be taken forthwith. 
Wo hope that costly delay in this mat­ 
ter can be brought to an end quickly.

West Must Prepare To Stand Up 


Against Russians In Berlin 


An extravagant king of Sax- 
only once borrowed 
every 
cent that his court jester had 
put away for a rainy day. 
“Now,” sighed the jester, “ I 
understand the meaning of 
that old adage: a fool and his 
money are soon parted!” 


BERLIN — The danger to 
West Berlin is not past. 
It will soon be greater than 
ever if two things are not 
done: 
1—The buildup of Western 
conventional forces by the 
European countries — princi­ 
pally 
France, 
Britain, 
and 
Italy— which have fallen far 
behind their NATO commit­ 
ments. 
2—The appointment of a 
supreme commander of the 
Allied forces in Berlin to per­ 
mit prom pt decision-making 
in order to deal with the So­ 
viet “salami tactics” of eat­ 
ing away at Western rights in 
ways which in past months 
have brought futile protests, 
not firm counteraction. 
That road — the road of 
hard words and soft action— 
leads to the steady decay of 
W estern rights and the loss 
of Berlin itself. 


THE DANGER TODAY Is 
that in light of Cuba we are 
better prepared to 
defend 
Berlin 
against 
the 
attack 
large Soviet forces—and are 
inadequately prepared to de­ 
fend Berlin from the attack 
most likely to occur — the 
continued 
Soviet 
elbowing 
and harassing of W e s t e r n 
rights against which we are 
either too slow' or too divided 
to reply. 
That is the danger and if 
the divided Allied councils in 
Berlin are not soon united, 
we face the prospect of yield­ 
ing by default what we are 
pledged to preserve. 
Obviously, the best way to 
do it is for Britain, France, 
and 
the 
United 
States 
to 
agree on a supreme comman­ 
der of the Allied forces with 
adequate authority to act. 
The best candidate for the 
job is Gen. Lucius Clay, who 
has earned the confidence of 
the Allies, the trust of the 
Berliners, and the respect of 
the Soviets. He could do it. 


THE FAILURE to concert 
Allied forces in the three sec­ 
tors of West Berlin is the 
most inviting weakness in the 


Allied position here today. 
Military decision-making by 
committee means dilatory de­ 
cision-making. Such delay al­ 
most always means abandon­ 
ing any course, of action. It 
means 
inaction by 
default 
because, unless the West can 
reply instantly to Soviet In­ 
trusion, then the action is 
either too late or doubly dan­ 
gerous and doubly difficult. 
Remember the opportunity 
we lost to use the right of 
Western access to East Ber­ 
lin when we allowed an East 
German youth, shot hv the 
East Zone police attempting 
to escape over the wall, to lie 
for hours bleeding to death 
a few yards from the sector 
line 
A 
British 
ambulance 
helplessly stood by, hesitant 
and, in the end, acquiescent 
in this denial of the Western 
right of access even on such 
an errand of mercy. 
It can be said with knowl­ 
edge that a Soviet official has 
admitted that, if a U. S. ambu­ 
lance accompanied by U. S. 
force had asserted the right 
of access, the East Zone po­ 
lice were not authorized to 
resist. 


THE AMERICAN govern- 
ment has already informed 
the city of Berlin that if there 
is a Soviet attack on its secur­ 
ity, we will defend it—uni­ 
laterally, if necessary. But 
Berlin can be lost by failing 
to reply promptly to the other 
kind of attack—the “ salami”* 
style erosion of W e s t e r n 
rights. 
I suggest that if we cannot 
get agreement for the ap­ 
pointment of a supremd Al­ 
lied commander in Berlin, w e 
must act unilaterally against 
“salami” attacks or we will 
end up by losing the war 
without fighting th e battle. 
And for the defense of Ber­ 
lin—to which all NATO is 
committed — NATO 
conven­ 
tional forces urgently need 
to be brought up to the agreed 
levels. The failure to do so 
not only endangers Berlin but 
risks a nuclear war in Europe.
